By tbiit time, yoa all are aware tbat, on Monday night, the Codd- 
cil reversed itself and rescinded the ordinance, adopted at its previous 
meeting, providin^^ for a sf.'>o,0()<i IxMul-issue for the purpose of estab' 
lisbing a inunicipal ijn^ and eleetrif plant. 

' This action was taken for the ostensible reason that this com- 
pany bad shown a disposition tu - do the right thing by tbe city." 

There is a "string" to this latest ordinance, however.

We aie a little inclinedHo resent this imputation that we are not 
acting in good faith. ' 

Never, in its entiic e.\isteuce, has this cowpaoy tailed to fultill 
its promises to tbe public. 

And it is fair to assume that we are not going to adopt a differ^ 
ent policy at this late day. 

Now, we have a good .deal to say to the people of Maysville. We 
already have oaid a i;<io(l deal, so we shall keep right on talking— 

Ue^'ariilf-t>< of the Council's action. 

Moreovci, as wt; have had occasion to say before, we shall be 
perfectly frank in our remarks. 

We ask you, therefore, to continue to read these Talks with tbe 
same interest that you hare shown \^ those which have already V>een 
publiiihed. 

In Namber 17, of these Talks, we made the statement tbat there 
was an underlying motive for this bond'istne proposition, which did not 
appear on the .surface. 

We shall submit to you our ideas on tbat subject as soon as may 
be. , • 

The whole thing was a political move, pvre and simple, and* ia 
addition, there was a personal element to the dtoation, which abonld 
not enter into a (question of this kind. 

Now, we do not intend to become involved in a political or per- 
sonal controversy, but, as we stated above, we have a good deal to say— 

And we intend to say it.
